T R E C COT EH [LAW. 


The Cooper election law which is the 
most important piece of legislation of the 
present cession, dees not apply to the 
city of Milwaukee, That city already 
has very good election laws, the work of 
Aesembl>man Kecgh two years,ago. 
Since the enactment of the Cooper law 
one week ago, a bill has been introduc­ 
ed in the senate to tmend it by includ­ 
ing Milwaukee, and the senate thought 
sc|favorably cf it as to pass the bill under 
a suspension of the rules. Mr. Keogb, 
and seveia1 other representative men of 
Milwaukee, are opposed to the proposed 
change for the following reasons as 
stated by Mr. Keogfc: 
I have opposed the measure which 
sought to include Milwaukee within the 
bill, for the reason that our own law has 
been tried and found to work satisfactor­ 
ily. 
There seems to be no need of a 
change just now and if the Cooper law 
proves to be defective in any way the 
city will not have to suffer from its 
faults. If the system proves to be perfect, 
as I haye no doubt that it will, then, by 
an amendment the city can be included 
at the next set Bion of the legislature. 
There is another reason why I object to 
bringing Milwaukee under the Cooper 
law. 
In our present system of voting 
we have gone to great expense in fitting 
np the booths and, by the other law,

One K illed and Several Injured—Great 
Fir* Losses In P ittsb u rg and 
Savannah—C asualties. 


A Washington dispatch says that Sec­ 
retary Husk has issued from the agricul­ 
tural department his first bulletin, show­ 
ing the origin, growth and work of the 
experimental stations in the 
various 
states. This is a very valuable bulletin 
and will be much sought after by farm­ 
ers interested in scientific work on farms* 
There are now 370 of these stations in 
the country, and they are growing rapidly 
in importance and usefulness. The bul­ 
letin is confined principally to feeding 
experiments with milch cows and other 
farm stock, and to field experiments with 
oats; barley and sorghum fodder. It 
gives a full history cf the experiment 
stations in this and foreign countries and 
their work.

I noticed at the 
election last fall that the law was imper­ 
fect. 
The tickets were all of different 
Bizes and the labor ticket was so big that 
any one could tell from a block distant 
whether a man was voting the labor 
ticket or not, just from the size of the 
piece of paper he carried in his hand. 
This was wrong and I have endeavored 
to remedy the fault. 
I drafted a 
bill which passed the assembly and is 
now in the hands of Senator Fritz. This 
bib provides for a uniformity in the size 
of the tickets. They are all to be printed 
on No. I white print paper, which is the 
same everywhere. 
There will be the 
same heading for each ticket and a voter 
is not hampered in any way, but has per­ 
fect freedom in casting his ballot. Oar 
present system gives a man a better op­ 
portunity to vote as he pleases than cit­ 
izens have ever had before, and this 
uniformity in the size of tickets will se­ 
cure absolute success. 
But there does not seem to be any valid 
reason why Milwaukee should uot be in­ 
cluded with other cities of the state in 
the operation of the Australian election 
BJ stem. 
lf it is good for Boston or Mel­ 
bourne, it certainly should be a tit law 
fcr Milwaukee. 
fi e btates which bave thus far adopted 
the bo called Australian system of voting 
are Massachusetts, Indiana, Rhode Is­ 
land and Tennessee; and bills for a sim­ 
ilar law are before the New York and 
Pennsylvania legislatures. 
Wisconsin 
did well in adopting the system.

C hicago, April 8. —A defective switch 
derailed the four rear coaches of an inward 
bound Baltimore & Ohio passenger train 
between Colehour and South Chicago about 
ti o’clock Sunday morning. 
The coaches 
were thrown with terrific violence against 
several coal-oil tank cars standing on the 
side tracks and broken to pieces. One man 
was killed and a dozen others injured, two 
or three of them very severely. 
The train was a mixed passenger train 
composed of ten cars. 
The train was due 
in this city a t 6:40 a. rn., but it was an 
hour and three-quarters late owing to de­ 
lays eastward. 
The last stop had been made in crossing 
the tracks at Colehour and tho engineer 
was crowding on steam in order to make 
up as much lost time as possible. 
Tho 
trair was going faster than thirty miles an 
hour when 100th street was reached. 
Just 
north of 100th street are the great tanks of 
the Standard Oil company. 
Parallel with 
the main tracks at this point are a series 
of 
side-tracks and switches 
and long 
strings of coal-oil tank cars. 
As tho train went pounding over the 
switch frogs opposite one of the oil tanks, 
the seventh coach was suddenly wrenched 
loose from its couplings and shot diagonally 
across the track to the left. 
The ordinary 
day coach following ju st after was thrown 
from tho track and with awful force 
against tho oil-tank cars to the rig h t The 
entire side of tho car was ripped and torn 
and smashed into a pile of twisted iron, 
splintered wood-work, and broken seats. 
I ho car was full of men, women and 
children, who yelled and shrieked and 
cried as they were thrashed about, mangled, 
and bi uised under the wreckage, 
The for­ 
ward end of the Pullman sleeper was 
stove in while the rear car was derailed 
and its passengers no more than shaken up. 
The auto m atic air-brakes had meanwhile 
stopped tho forward section of the train. 
The uninjured passengers and the train ­ 
men gathered around the wreck and a 
hundred strong arms lent willing service to 
pull out the wounded and to assist the un-1 
injured to free 
themselves 
from 
the 
wreckage. 
The killed and injured are as follows: 
JAMES HANNA of Smith’s Basin, N. Y., 
was found with an iron rod thrust through his 
head, buried undor a pile of timbers. He died 
shortly afterward.

low the knee and other injuries.

Several 
ladies prayed aloud and some of th i male 
j passengers swore at tho engineer for going 
into that hell of fire and smoke so far that 
he could not return, win o on all faces was 
J pictured tho fright so natural to mankind 
I when death appears t> be only a few 
moments hence. 
Hardy, determined man 
hood paled at the prospect. 
The train crew and passengers worked 
herocially. 
Men went forward, gasping 
for breath, felt their way to tho tender, 
and got hot water to dash on tho burning 
ties, while others went a few feet before 
the engino to seo whether it was safe to 
move ahead. 
It was dangerous to move. 
Behind the road was on fire as far as tho 
eye could see, while nhead all was dark­ 
ness and mystery. 
But it was death to 
linger in that caldron of fire, and when tho 
surroundings either meant moving or^M th 
the effort was worth the attem pt, ana a 
start was made. 
The sus]>onso aud horror 
of the few moments required to pass over 
the burning track and through the terrible 
heat and smoke cannot bo expressed, but 
the train finally pulled out of tho flames to 
fresh air aud safety.

MOUE H A I L W A Y LEGISLATION. 
“Hod” Taylor’s railway bill having 
been killed twice in one session, it is 
dead beyond resurrection, so the next 
measure to come up in the legislature 
affecting railway a is Senator Mam’s bill, 
wb'ch enlarges the duties of the railway 
com mist-loner. The bill provides for the 
investigation by the railway commission­ 
er of complaints made in writing by any 
oit.'zen of the state against railways. A 
Madison dispatch to the Sentinel says it 
ie “Hod” Taylor’s intention “to bave the 
scope of the bill enlarge! if possible, 
and be will offer several amendments. 
One which be is thinking of introducing 
is to cut off the issuing of passes to any 
persons excepting railroad employes. 
This would take away the privilege of 
free transportation 
now enjoyed by 
members cf the legislature, and the 
members do not take to it at all kindly. 
So many objections are raised to the 
introduction of such a clause that Mr. 
Taylor bas not entirely made up his 
mind to introduce it. Another amend­ 
ment that be will endeavor to incorpor­ 
ate in the Main bill is to make mileage 
tickets transferable and to make them 
good until used instead of expiring at 
the end of the year as at present. 
The 
provision of the bill by which the rail­ 
road commissioner is authorized to act 
on complaints of individuals be wants to 
bave extended to firms and corporations.” 
It is very likely that the Main bill will 
be so loaded down with amendments 
that it will suffer defeat. 
One of the 
last things the Wisconsin legislature will 
do will be to cut c ff peases. 
It cannot 
be expected jfcat 'a legislature will work 
against its ow n interests. 
It would be a 
good thing if mileage tickets were made 
transferable Bnd good until need. 
This 
is one of the reforms which railways 
she uld adopt without tLe interference cf 
a legislature.

PIT T SB U R G . 


H a lf a M illio n G one 
Up In S m o k e - 
M any M en T hrow n O ut o f W ork. 
P it t s b u r g , Pa., April 8 .—The exten­ 
sive ax, shovel, and saw factories of Hub­ 
bard & 
Co., located 
at the foot of 
Forty-eighth street, were destroyed by fire 
Sunday, entailing a loss of $500,000. 
The 
fire was discovered in tho shovel fact­ 
ory about 10:30 o’clock, and spread so 
rapidly that in twenty minutes the four 
immense buildings were in flames. 
The 
buildings were frame and burned so fierce­ 
ly that the most heroic efforts put forth by 
the firemen failed to stop the fire in the 
least, and in less than two hours and a 
half the entire plant, with its valuable m a­ 
chinery and stock, was a mass of ruins. 
Only a small section of what had been used 
as the office was left standing, and this was 
so badly scorched that it was liable to 
fall at any moment. 
There was a stiff 
breeze, and it was feared the adjoining 
foundry of McConway, Torley & Co. 
would go also, but after a noble fight tho 
firemen saved it and prevented Jtho flames 
from spreading further. 
Mr. 
Hubbard says that the loss on the 
building, machinery and stock will be fully 
$500,000, and that it is nearly covered by 
insurance, but in what companies he could 
not tell, as the insurance was placed by a 
local agency.

The firm employed 350 men, who will be 
thrown out of work pending the rebuild­ 
ing of the plant. 
The large plant of the 
firm a t Beaver Falls will also be forced to 
shut down, as the stock for the factory 
there is furnished by the works in this 
city.

A pretty 
little 10-year-old girl was thrown from a 
cab and horribly and fatally m utilated 
directly under the eyes of a loving mother 
and fond sister. 
Tho little victim was Ellio 
Filler, daughter of Mrs. AV. A. Filler of 
Arkansas City, Kan. 
Tho lady, with hor 
two daughters, arrived in Chicago at the 
Union depot en route to Columbus, Ohio, 
where tho trio was going to visit tho father 
of the little victim. 
They stopped into a hansom cab, driven 
by Henry Anderson, at the depot, and Mrs. 
Filler directed tho cabman to drive to tho 
Chicago & Atlantic depot. 
Tho man start­ 
ed, and nothing unusual occurred until they 
reached tho corner of Dearborn and Van 
Buren streets. 
Hero the horse slipped and 
fell. 
The sudden stop threw open tho front 
dbors of tho vehicle, and Etlie was thrown 
out. 
She fell directly under one of tho 
large wheels of the cab and it passed over 
her abdomen and chest. 
The child gave a 
cry of fright as she fell. 
It was the last 
sound that issued from her lips, as she died 
within a minute after she was run over. 
The little 
child was 
sitting on its 
mother’s lap when the animal fell, but as 
the mother was not expecting any harm to 
come to her little one she was not holding 
ber tightly. 
Fo when tho horse stumbled 
the little girl was thrown from her arms 
and ground to death In plain view of tho 
mother. 
Mrs. Filler sprang from tho cab with a 
despairing cry when sho saw her little one, 
covered with blood, dying 
L>eforo her. 
Sho grasped her daughter from those who 
had picked her from the street, and tho 
pretty little creature died iii her arms.

tho greatest exertions were necessary to 
keep the party from being scattered and 
frozen to death. 
Eleven dogs died of ex 
posure and overwork.

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St. Louis, Mo., April 8 .—The Rev. T. 
Bo W itt Talmago, D. D., of Brooklyn 
preached here yesterday evening to a vast 
audience. 
His subject was “ The Slaugh­ 
ter,” and his text, Proverbs, vii., 21: “As 
an ox to the slaughter.” 
The eloquent 
preacher said: 
There is nothing in the voice or manner 
of the butcher to indicate to tho ox that 
there is death ahead. 
The ox thinks ho is 
going on to a rich pasture field of clover, 
whero all day long he will revel in the 
herbaceous luxuriance; but after a while 
the men and the boys close in upon him 
with sticks and stones and shouting, and 
drive him through bars and into a door­ 
way, where he is fastened, and with a well 
aimed stroke the ax fells him; and so tho 
anticipation of the redolent pasture field is 
completely disappointed. 
So 
many 
a 
young man has been driven on by tempta­ 
tion to what he thought would be a para­ 
disiacal enjoyment; but after a while iud i- 
ences with a darker hue and swarthier arm 
close in upon him, and he finds that in­ 
stead of making an excursion into a gar­ 
den he has been driven “as an ox to the 
slaughter.” 
I. We are apt to blame young men for 
being destroyed when we ought to blame 
the influences that destroy them. 
Society 
slaughters a great many young men by 
tho behest, “ You must keep up appear­ 
ances; whatever be your salary, you must 
dross as well as others, you must wino and 
brandy as many friends, you must smoke 
as costly cigars, you must give as expen­ 
sive entertainments, and you must live in 
as fashionable a boarding house. 
Jf you 
havu’t the money, borrow. 
If you can’t 
borrow, make a false entry, 
or subtract 
here or there a bill from a bundle of bank 
bills; you will only have to make the 
deception a litttle while; in a few months, 
or in a year or two, you can make all right. 
Nobody will lie hurt by it; nobody will be 
wiser. You yourself will not lie damaged.” 
By that awful process 100,000 men havo 
been slaughtered for time and for eternity. 
Suppose you borrow. 
There is nothing 
wrong about borrowing money. 
There is 
hardly a man in tho house but has some­ 
times borrowed money. 
Vast estates have 
been builtj on borrowed money. 
Money 
borrowed for tho 
purpose of starting or 
keeping up legitimate enterprise and ex ­ 
pense, and money borrowed to get that 
which you can do without. . Tho first is 
right, the other 
is wrong. 
If you have 
money enough of your own to buy a coat, 
however plain, 
and then you 
hoi row 
money enough for a dandy’s outfit you 
have taken the first revolution of the 
wheel 
down grade. 
Borrowjfor the ne­ 
cessities; that may bo well. 
Borrow for 
the luxuries; that tips your prospects over 
in tho wrong direction. 
Tho Bible distinctly says the borrower is 
servant of the lender. 
It is a bad state of 
things when you have to go down some 
other street to escape meeting some ono 
whom you owe. 
If young men knew what 
is the despotism of being in debt more of 
them would keep out of it. W hat did debt 
do for Lord Bacon, with a mind towering 
above the centuries? 
It induced him to 
take bribes and convict himself as a crim­ 
inal before all ages. 
What did debt do 
for W alter 
Scott? 
Broken-hearted 
at 
Abbotsford. 
Kept him writing until his 
hand gavo out in 
paralysis to keep the 
sheriff away from his pictures and stat­ 
uary. 
Better for him if he had minded 
tho maxim which ho had chiseled over the 
fireplace 
at Abbotsford: 
“ Waste 
not, 
want not. ’ ’ 
The trouble is, my friends, tho people do 
not understand the ethics of going in debt, 
and that if you purchase goods with no 
expectation of paying for them or go into 
debt which you can not meet you steal 
just so much money. 
If I f go into a 
grocer’s store and I buy sugars and coffees 
and meats with no capacity to pay for 
them and no intention of paying for them 
I am more dishonest than if I go into the 
store, and when the grocer’s face is turned 
the other way I fill ray pockets with the 
articles of merchandise and carry off a 
ham. 
In the ono case I take the mer­ 
chant’s time and I take tho time of his 
messenger to transfer the goods to my 
houFe, while in the other case I take none 
of the time of the merchant and I wait 
upon myself and I transfer the goods w ith­ 
out any trouble to him. 
In other words a 
sneak thief is not so bad as a man who con­ 
tracts for debts he never expects to pay. 
Y et in all our large cities there are fam i­ 
lies that move every May day to get into 
proximity to other grocers and meat-shops 
and apothecaries. 
They 
owe everybody 
within half a mile of where they now live 
and next May they will move into a dis­ 
tant part of the city, finding a new lot of 
victims. 
Meanwhile you, the honest fam i­ 
ly in tho new house are bothered day by 
day by tho knocking at the door of disap­ 
pointed bakers and butchers and dry goods 
dealers and newspaper carriers, aud you 
art asked whoro your predecessor is. You 
do not know. 
It was arranged you should 
not know. 
Meanwhile your predecessor 
has gone to some distant part of the city, 
and tho people who ha'© anything to sell 
have t ent their wagons and stopped there 
to solicit the “ valuable” custom of the now 
neighbor, and he, the new neighbor, with 
great complacency and with an air of 
affluence, orders the finest steaks and tho 
highest priced sugars, and tho best of the 
canned fruits, and, perhaps, all the news­ 
paper.--. 
And the debts will keep on accu­ 
mulating uutil he gets his goods on the 
HOth of next April in the furniture cart. 
Now, lot me say if there aro any such 
persons in this house, if you have any re­ 
gard for your own convenience, you had 
better remove to some greatly distant part 
of tho city. 
It is too bad that, having 
had all the trouble of consuming the goods, 
j*ou should also have the trouble of being 
dunnedl 
And let me say that if you find 
that this pictures your own photograph, 
instead of being in church you ought to bo 
in tho penitentiary! 
No wonder that so 
many of our merchants fail in business. 
They are swindled into bankruptcy by 
these wandering Arabs, theso nomads of 
city life. 
They cheat the grocer out of tho 
green apples which make him sick, tho 
physician who attends their distress, and 
the undertaker who fits them out for de­ 
parture from the neighborhood where they 
owe everybody when they pay the debt of 
nature, the only debt they ever do p ay! 
Now our young men are coming up in 
this depraved state of commercial ethics, 
and I am solicitous about them. 
I want 
to warn them against being slaughtered 
on tho sharp edges of debt. 
You want 
many things you have not, my young 
friends. 
You shall have them if you have 
patience and honesty and industry. 
Cer­ 
tain line j of conduct always lead out to 
certain successes. 
There is a law which controls even those 
things that seem haphttz&rd. 
I have been 
told by thoso who have observed that it ii 
possible to calculate just how many letters 


will be sent to the dead letter office ererr 
year through misdirection; that it is possi­ 
ble to calculate just how many letters will 
be detained for lack of postage stamps 
through the forgetfulness of the senders, 
and that it is possible to tell just how 
many people will fall in the streets by 
slipping on an orange peel. 
In other 
words, there aro no accidents. 
The most 
insignificant event you ever heard of is the 
link a tw een two eternities—the eternity 
of the past and the eternity of the future* 
Head the right way, young man, and you 
will corno out at the right goal. 
Bring me a young* man and tell me what 
his physical health is and what his mental 
caliber and what his habits, and I will 
tell you what will lie his destiny for this 
world and his destiny for the world to 
come, and I will not make five inaccurate 
I prophecies out of 500. 
All this makes mo 
solicitous in regard to young men, and I 
I want to make.them nervous in re card to 


the contraction’ oT unpayable 
give you a paragraph from my 
nonce. 
My first settlement as pastor wa 
village. 
My salary was $800 and a par- ] 
soilage. 
The amount seemed enormous ta 
me. 
I said to myself: “ What! all this for 
ono year?” 
I was 
afraid of getting 
worldly under so much prosperity. 
I re- I 
solved to invite all the congregation to 
my house in groups of twenty-live each. ! 
We began, and as they were the best con- j 
gregation in all the world and we felt j 
nothing was too good for them w«j piled : 
all the luxuries on the table. 
I never ; 
completed tho undertaking. 
At the end 
cf six months I was in financial despair. 
I found what every young man learns in 
time to save himself, or too late, that you 
must measure the size of a man’s boily 
j liefore you begin to cut the cloth for his 
coat. 
! 
When a young man willfully and of 
choice, having the comforts of life, 
goes 
into the contraction of unpayable debts he 
kuows not into what he goes The creditors 
get after the debtors, the pack of hounds 
in full cry, and alas! for tho reindeer. 
, They jingle his door bell before ho gets up 
in the morning, they jingle his door bell 
after lie has gonj to bed at night. 
They 
meet him as he comes off his front steps. 
They send him a postil card or a letter *in 
curtest sti le, telling him to pay up. 
They 
attach his goods. 
They want cash, or a 
note at th rty days, or a note on demand. 
- They call him a knave. 
They say he lies. 
They want him disciplined at tho church. 
Trey want him turned out of tho bank. 
They come at him from this side, and from 
that side, and from hetero, 
and from lie- 
hind, and he i* insulted and gibbeted, and 
sued, and dunned, and sworn at, until lie 
gets the nervous dyspepsia, gets neuralgia, 
gets liver complaint, gets heart disease, 
gets convulsive disorder, gets consumption. 
Now he is dead and you say: 
“Of 
course they Will let him alone.” 
Oh, no! 
Now they ore wa chful to see whether 
there aro any unnecessary expenses at the 
obsequies, to seo whether there is any 
useless handles 
on tho casket, 
to see 
whether there is any surplus plait on tho 
shroud, to see whether tho h*-ars3 is costly 
or cheap, to seo whether tho Hewers sent 
to the casket havo been bought by tho 
family or donated, to soo in who*) 
name ■ 
the deed to tho grave is mado out. 
Then 
they runsa -k 
ti o Ix relt l ous hold, tho 
books, the pictures, the carpets, the chairs, 
the sofa, 
the piano, 
tho matresses, tho 
pillow on which bodies. 
Cursed debt! 
For the sake of your own happiness, 
for 
sake of your good morals, for the sake of 
your immortal soul, for God’s sake, young 
man, as far as possible, keep out of it. 
2. But I think more young men are 
slaughtered through irroligion. Takeaway 
a 3’oung man’s religion and you make him 
the prey of evil. 
We all know that tho 
Bible is the only perfect system of morals. 
Now, if you want to destroy tho young 
man’s morals take his Biblo away. 
How 
will you do that? 
Well, you will carica­ 
ture his reverence for tho scriptures, you 
will tako all those incidents of tho Bible 
which can tie mado mirth of—Jonah’s 
whale, Samson’s foxes, Adam’s rib—then 
3’ou will caricature eccentric Christians or 
inconsistent Christians, then you will pass 
off as your own all thoso hackneyed argu­ 
ments against Christian^}' which are as old 
as Tom Bailie, as old as Voltaire, as old as 
sin. 
Now you have captured his Bible, 
aud you have tal£n his strongest fortress; 
tho way is comparatively clear, and ail the 
gates of his soul aro set open in invitation 
to the sins of of earth and tho sorrows of 
death, that they may corno in and drive 
the stake for their encampment. 
A steamer fifteen miles from shore with 
broken rudder and lost compass and hulk 
leaking fifty gallons of water an hoar 
is 
better off than a young man when 3*011 
havo robbed bim of his bible. . 
Have 3*011 
ever noticed how despieabie’it is to tak® 
away the world’s Bible without proposing 
a substitute? 
It is moaner than to com** 
to a sick man and steal his medicine, 
meaner than to come to a pauper an i 
steal the crust, meaner hail to come to a 
poor man and burn his house .down. It is th * 
worst of all larcenies 
to steal tho Bible, 
which has been the crutch and medicine 
and food and eternal hopo to so many! 
W hat a generous and magnanimous busi­ 
ness infidelity has gon * into! 
This spjit 
ting up of life-boats and taking away of 
fire-escape 
aud extinguishing of lig h t­ 
houses. 
I come out and I say to such people. 
“ What aro you doing all this for?” 
“ Uh,” 
they say, “ just for fun.” 
It is such fun 
to seo Christians try to hold on to their 
Bibles? 
Many of them havo lost loved 
ones, and have been told that there is a 
resurrection, 
and it is such fun to tell 
them there will be no resurrection. 
Many 
of them have believed that Christ carne to 
carry tho burdens and to heal the w ounds 
of the world, 
and it is such fun to tell 
them they w ill have to be their own savior! 
Think of tho meanest thing you ever heard 
of; then go down I,(Mid feet underneath it, 
and you will find yourself at tho top of a 
stairs IOO miles long; go to tho bottom of 
tho stairs and you find a ladder 1 ,0 0 0 
miles long; then go tho foot of the ladder 
and look off a precipice half as far as fr un 
here to China, and you will find tho head­ 
quarters of tho meanness that would rob 
this world of its only comfort in life, it< 
only peace in death, and its only hopo f01- 
immortality. 
-^laughter a young man s 
faith in God, and thoro is not much more 
left to slaughter. 
Now what has become of the slaughtered1 
W ell, some of them are in their father’s or 
mother’s house broken down in health, 
waiting to die; others aro in the hospital; 
others in Greenwood, or, 
rather their 
bodies are, for their souls havo gone on to 
retribution. 
Not mu-h 
prospect for a 
young man who started life with good 
health, and good education, and a Chris­ 
tian example sot him, and opportunity of 
usefulness, who gathered all his treasures 
and put them in one box, and then dropped 
it into the sea. 
Now, how is this wholesale slaughter to 
beftoppod? 
There is not a 
person in t hi 
house but is interested in that question. 
Young man,arm yourself. The object of my 
sermon is to put a woapon in each of youi 
hands for your own defense. 
W ait not foi 
Young Men’s Christian associations to pro 
tect you or churches to protect 3 0 U. 
Ap 
pealing to God for help, take care of your 
self. 
First, havo a loom somovvhere that \*oi 


can call your own. 
Whether it be tho 
back parlor of a fashionable boarding 
house or a room in the fourth stor>* of a 
cheap lodging, I care not. 
Only* have that 
one room your fortress. 
Let not the dissi­ 
pator or unclean step over the Threshold. 
If they come up the long flight of stairs 
and knock at the door, meet them face to 
face and kindly yet firmly refuse them ad­ 
mittance. 
Have a few family portraits on 
the wall if you brought them with you 
from your country home. 
Have a Bible 
on the stand. 
If you can afford it and 
can plaj* on one, have an instrument of 
music—harp or flute, or cornet, or melo­ 
deon, or violin, or piano. 
Every morning 
before you leave that room, pray. 
Every 
night after you come home in that room, 
pray. 
Make that room your Gibraltar, 
your Sebastopol, your Mount Zion. 
Let no 
bad book or newspaper come into that 
room any more than you would allow a 
cobra to coil on j our table. 
Take care of yourself. 
Nobody else will 
take care of you. 
Your help will not come 
up two or three or four flights of stairs; 
your help will come through the roof, 
down from heaven, from that God who in 
the 6 ,* HIO years of the world’s history ne vol* 
betrayed a young man who tried to bo 
good and a Christian. 
Let me say in re­ 
gard to your adverse worldly circumstances 
in passing that you are on a level with 
those who are finally to succeed. 
Mark 
ray words, young man, and think of thirty 
years from now. 
You will find that thoso 
who thirty years from now aro millionaires 
of this country, who are the orators of the 
country, who are the poets of tho country, 
who are the great philanthropists of tho 
country—m ightiest in church and state— 
aro this morning on a level with you, not 
an inch above you, and in straitened cir­ 
cumstances now. 
Herschel earned his living by playing a 
violin at parties and in the interstices of 
the play he would go out and look up at 
the m idnight heavens, the fields of his im­ 
mortal conquests. 
George IStephenson rose 
from being the foreman iw iq llie r y to be 
the most renowned of 
engi­ 
neers. 
No outfit, no ca 
^ * 
Young man, go down 
brary and get som 
what wonderful mec 
in your hand, in you 
Four ear, .and Jthen 


you into the dissecting-room and illustrate 
to j*ou 
what you have read about, and 
never again commit tho blasphemy of sajT 
big 
3‘ou havo no capital to start with. 
Equippedl 
W hy, the poorest young man 
in this house is equipped as only the Go I 
of the whole universe could afford to equip 
him. 
Then his body—a ver>* poor affair as 
compared with his wonderful soul—oh, 
that is what makes me solicitous. 
la m 
not so much anxious about >*ou, >*oung 
man. because you have so little to do with 
as I am anxious about you because you 
have so much to risk and lose or gaiu. 
There is no class of persons that so stir 
my sympathies as >*oung men in great 
cities. 
Not quite enough salary to live on 
and all tho temptations that come from that 
deficit. 
Invited on all ban Is to drink, 
and their exhausted nervous system seem­ 
ing to demand stimulus. 
Their religion 
caricatured l>3* most of the clerks in tho 
store and most of tho operatives in the fac­ 
tory. 
The rapids of temptation and death 
rushing against that young man forty 
miles an hour aud he in a frail boat headed 
up stream, with nothing but a broken oar 
to work with. 
Unless Almighty God help 
them they will go under. 
Ah! 
when I told you to tako care of 
yourself you misunderstood mo if you 
thought I meant you aro to depend upon 
your human resolution, which may bo dis­ 
solved in the foam of tho wine cup or ina3* 
do Mown out with the first gust of tem pta­ 
tion. 
Hero is tho helmet, tho sword of God 
Almighty. Clothe }Tourself in that panoply 
and 3*ou shall not be put to confusion. 
Kin 
pays well neither in this world nor tho 
next, but right thinking and right believ­ 
ing and right acting will take you in safe­ 
ty through this lifo and in transport 
through the next. 
I never shall forget a prayer I heard a 
young man make some fifteen years ago. 
It was ti very short prayer but it was a 
tremendous prayer: 
“(J Lord, help us. 
We find it so easy to do wrong and so har-l 
to do right. 
Lord, help us.” 
That prayer 
I warrant you reached the oar of God and 
reached His heart. 
And there are in this 
house a hundred men who have found out 
—a thousand young men perhaps who 
havo found out that verj* thing.

acquaintances,

bnrelj* sufficient to keep him a couple of

lie had been tenderly reared; per­ 
haps I should say too tenderly,

I truly believe from what this 
3’oung man told mo that your sounding tho 
depths of his heart that night alono brought 
him back to his God, whom ho was so near 
leaving.”

I ain not preaching an abstraction 
but a great reality. 
Oh, friendless young 
man!

prodigal young man!

broken-hearted young man, discouraged 
young man, 
wounded 
young man!

3on:m lid you to Christ this day, tho l>est 
friend a man ever had. 
He meets y ou 
this evening. 
Y"ou havo come here for 
his Messing. 
Despise not that emotion 
arising in your soul, it is divinely lifted. 
Look into the face of Christ. 
Lift one 
prayer to your lather’s God, 
to your 
mother’s God, and get the 
pardoning 
blessing. 
Now, while I speak, you aro at 
tho forks of the road, and this is tho right 
road and that is the wrong road, and I see 
you start on the right road.

ly presented, and so damaging to the fair 
fame and reputation of Mrs. Davis 
were of snoh a nature as to prejudice the 
minds of the reader, that the wife was 
wholly responsible for the long line of 
grievances whioh brought about a Ana 
seperation of the family as stated in the 
columns of the Recorder. 
Mrs. Davis, who is now residing with 
her mother, Mrs. John Morris, at Al­ 
bany, was interviewed by a reporter 
on Saturday, who stated very frankly 
that the article in question was mislead­ 
ing, and a fabrication of false statements 
from beginning to end. 
“It, is stated, Mrs. Davis, that year 
union was not a happy one. and that 
more favorable circumstances 
would 
have made it otherwise?” 
I regret very much the necessity of 
making public our family matters, and 
would not now condescend to make any 
statements were it not to defend myself 
against the unjust accusitions which have 
been heaped upon me. and for the sake 
cf the truth which is the heart’s best in­ 
terpreter. Our three years’ onion was 
not 
all of 
sunshine—shadows 
at 
times crossed our threshhold—there 
were instances of 
disloyalty, far re­ 
moved from devotion, on the part of the 
husband which tended to alienate the 
affections. His brutality was manifest 
when in an angry fit he slapped me m 
the face, pushed me oyer the stove, and 
when in a threatening manner he at­ 
tempted to force me oat of the house on 
a oold winter's night, scantily clothed,’’ 
How about the assertion “that your 
husband was a good provider, and did 
everything rn his power to make you 
comfortable?” 
“Ucon after our marriage my husband 
became possessed of eleven hundred dol­ 
lars, left bim from his father’s estate. 
My mother added one hundred dollars to 
the fund, besides contributing in various 
ways to provide for the houselold. All 
the money thus obtained bas been wiped 
out and no just account can be made of 
the expenditures as far as I am able to 
learn. For the first two years our home 
was well provisioned with the necessaries 
or an existenanoe, but the peat year ai- 
ticles of furniture, sewing machine, stove, 
etc., have been disposed of and for some 
time a bare sufficiency of food has been 
provided to sustain life. 
At the same 
time his weekly earnings averaged eleven 
dollars. As far as dress goes, I think $20 
would cover all tbe expense he has in­ 
curred in providing for myself and child 
during the three years of married life. 
A portion cf his means bas been squan­ 
dered at the pool table and in various 
ways unbecoming tho head of a family. 
He has taken bis meals down town and 
left his family to pick up the crumbs at 
home; Our darling child has often cried 
for something to eat when there was 
nothing in tbe house to stay its hunger.’ 
“Tbe painful realization came at last 
that our union was no longer tolerable. 
My husband told me if I did not leave 
he would. I told bim I could not stay 
to raise any more children to cry for 
bread. 
The decisive moment came aft 
last and the home was deserted, not how­ 
ever, until he had first departed with our 
youngest child for Brodhead. My moth­ 
er, who had been staying with me daring 
my confinement, assisted in packing 
few articles in the way ct bedding, some 
gifts and keepsakes properly belonging 
to me, leaving the greater part contained 
in the house, at bis disposal. We took 
tbe evening train for Albany, also taking 
to our keeping the eldest child who will 
he provided with a comfortable home/ | 
* No, my husband never offered me $3 
a week to care for the baby. I told him 
I would not care for both and earn my 
own living, much as I felt disposed, had 
my circumstances I admited. It is one 
thing to assert and qnite the 
prove that the husband has 
for complaint at my hands, 
prove tbe truthfulness of my denial of 
t he wrongful charges reflecting on the 
character and representation or a devoted
